Balance ean be collected COD, 
altho this involves an additional cost to thé 
customer. If possible send amount in full be- 
fore shipping date as this saves you 20c to 50c 
collection costs and saves us a lot of clerical 
work, 

We can ship by express, freight or auto- 
freight and customer pays the carrying charg: 
when he picks up shipment. If sent by parcel 
post the carrying charge must be prepaid. If 
you wish parcel post shipment add 25c to any 
order up to $2.50, or 10% of amount of order 
if it exceeds $2.50. This applies only to bare- 
rooted stocks such as are listed in this price 
list. Evergreen shrubs with dirt balls cannot 
be shipped prepaid, hence cannot go by parcel 
post. We can ship these by express or auto 
freight. Shipments of goods listed herein start 
in mid-November and extend until March. 

Guarantee—Nursery stock is living material. 
Whether it lives or not depends largely upon 
care and conditions that it has after leaving 
our hands. Hence we make no guarantee to 
replace any stock that does not survive. 

We take every care to keep our varieties 
true.

BEARING AGE FRUIT TREES 


Fruit trees older than 2 years are a poor in- 
vestment unless they have been root-pruned 
and transplanted and regrown. The few trees 
that we have to offer were grown 2 years, 
then dug and root-pruned and then grown on 
another one to 8 years. Such trees will gen- 
erally thrive. Many of ours have already borne 
fruit. We offer a small quantity of the follow- 
ing’ varieties:

SHIPPING ORDERS

them back some. This does not injure fruit 
trees but we do not like to cut back shade 


trees. We advise that shade trees over 4 
feet tall be shipped express or freight. For 
parcel post orders which we have to prepay 
add 25c to order under $2.50 and add 10% 
to orders over $2.50. Where we ship express 
or freight the buyer pays freight when he 
picks up his shipment.
